Don 
Juan Bautista has been singing to our 
Jesusita nightly, so she tells me, for about 
four years, and squandering a good share 
of his intome in bouquets to toss betw 
the bars, uncertain whether they "Be 
appropriated by maid or mistress. 
“Are you engaged to marry him?” 
I asked. ‘Engaged! Senorita,’’ “he has 
never asked me to marry him,” replied she 
in surprise. “Then why does he come 
every night and give you sq many nice 
flowers, if he is notin love with you?” ‘In 
love with me, Senorita; oh, yes,” said the 
blushing maiden, ‘‘but he has not yet had 
time to tell me so, only in his songs. He 
means me for his esposa (wife) by and by, 
and he would kill any other man who came 
to serenade me.”’ 

To Northerners it seems absurd that a 
love-sick swain has not found time, after 
four years of constant attendance, to de- 
clare himself; but that is the way with 
these queer people. They fall in love lit- 
erally “in the twinkling of an eye,’ and 
postpone. the consummation of it often half 
a lifetime. content meanwhile to moon 
about the windows and write the most ex- 
travagant billet deux, full of tender ex- 
pressions, sucn as ‘‘ My life, light of my 
eyes, mv heart’s treasure, I love thee; 
lovetn thou me*” 

Yucatecan gentlemen higher in the social 
scale than John the Baptist are not less ex- 
travagant in their expressions of gallantry. 
In saluting ladies they still observe the 
Spanish form: ‘A lospies de usted (at 
your feet), to which figure of speech the 
correct response is: ‘Beso a usted la 
mano’’ (I kiss the hand to you). In closing 
an ordinary letter of business or friendship 
every body in this part of the world always 
adds B. S. M., meaning ‘“baso sus manos”’ 
(I kiss your hands). The Spanish-Ameri- 
can, like his Latin brethren across the sea, 
talks quite as much with his hands and 
eyes as with his tongue and shrugs his 
shoulders as frequently as a Frenchman. 
One of the prettiest of the many gestures 
in general use here is called the beso soplado, 
throwing kisses by gathering the fingers of 
the right hand into aclose group.touching the 
lips, then throwing them out likeafan, a 
the same time blowing in the hand as it is 
outstretched toward the person for whom 
the demonstration is intended, thus signify- 
ing that five kisses are given at once. Gen- 
tlemen manifest their appreciation of fe- 
male beauty by gazing intently into the 
faces of the ladies, whether in the street, in 
church or at the opera, Thiscustom, which 
elesewhere would be resented as an imper- 
tinence, is here accepted—as it is meant— 
merely as a flattering tribute to a fair one’s 
charms. Between dcts of the opera men 
rise to their feet and, with leveled glasses, 
pay admiring homage to those dark-eyed 
senoritas whose beauty may have attracted 
them. Then the pretty language of the fan 
comes into play, and the well-pleased maid- 
ens carry away blissful memories vf gal- 
lant knights and ‘‘eyes that spake again.” 
In ascending a stairway the lady takes the 
gentleman’s arm, as at the North; but in’ 
descending he, to avoid accidents, always 
goes a step or two ahead, holding her firmly 
by the hand, with as much solicitude as if 
she was an invalid oracripple. The same 
careful attention is offered to the veriest 
stranger, as naturally as, and with far more 
regularity and promptitude, our own coun- 
trymen show in relinguishing aseat in a 
crowded car to one of the weaker sex. 

Qn leaving a house after having made a 
friendly call the salutation with the hand, 
the oft-repeated bow and the ‘‘a los pies de 
usted’’ are continned just as long as one 
may be in sight, and instead of finding any 
thing tedious and wearisome in this long- 
drawn-out civility one feels as if he had 
been. transported back to the days of chivy- 


One highly commendable trait of Yucate- 
can character is that the natives will never 
say any thing to any one, 
either on their own account or in repeating 
the gossip of others. For instance, in al- 
luding to one’s age the greatest delicacy is 
always exercised: If one be considerably 
advanced in years he or she is spoken of as 
viejito (a little old). A girl may remain 
unwedded thirty years or more before’ she 
is ever considered a soltera, or, in plain En- 
glish, an old maid; and after that nothing 
more offensive is ever said than that she is 
muy fastidiosa (very difficult to please), and 
they sometimes add that she is good to 
dress the saints, meaning that, having no 
family of her own to make ents for, 
she may devote her time to the work of 
making vestments for the sacred images.

VENOMOUS SERPENTS: 


An Expert’s Accognt of the Reptiles of 
the United States. 

In this country there are four different 

species of rattlesngke, the ground, or black 

rattlesnake, the Florida species, the mount- 


ain serpent and that ofthe Staked Plains, | 


says Stephen J. Wilcox in the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. The rattlesnake found east 
of the Mississippi and the wooded district 
just. west of that. fiver, is essentially the 
same as the Florid& species, although some- 
times classed as a Separate variety. Of all 


bthose the Staked Plains rattlesnake is the 


largest, most active and most dangerous. 
Six feet is not @m unusual length, while 
seven- foot snakes Mave on several occasions 
been killed. Thes@serpents measure some- 
times ten inches found the body, and re- 

@r venom are very rare. 
ake comes next in size, 
tumpy ground snake, 
than three feet long, 


while. the shor 
scarcely ever Mor 
is the least yenoripus. 

But three other venomous serpents are 
found in this coumtry, the copperhead, the 
moccasin, land a water,and a small and 
very rare snak®tc in Arizona, which is 
considered th® aiest deadly of all This 
scake lies i ‘dust, and strikes like -a 
flash of ligW@Miog Wt. any thing that ap- 
proaches. A peculiar fact about this snake. 
is that it is nearly completely blind, apd has 
the keenest hearing of any snake known. 
These reptiles are very rare, and but half a 
dozen specimens are found in any of our 
museums. ; 

Among the articulates some of the 
spiders, nearly all of the scorpions, and a 
few species of centipedes are poisonous, but 
the virulence of their venom has been im- 
mensely exaggerated, and has become a 
superstition. The tarantula is regarded by 
many as more venomous than the rattle- 
snake, but in all my investigations I never 
discovered more than two instances where 
men have been bitten by these great 
spiders, and in neither case were the con- 
sequences serious. The sting of a scorpion 
is not much worse than that of a wasp, and 
an active bedbug is more dangerous than a 
centipede at least than any found north of 
the Mexican line. 

The effect of a snake’s poison is entirely 
exerted on the corpuscles of the blood. I 
have experimented on various animals, and 
have found that the result of venom is to 
cause a disintegration of the corpuscles, re- 
ducing the blood to%a thick, homogeneous 
mass. Hogs are regarded as impervious to 
venom, but this is by no means the case. 
Hogs certainly kill and eat rattlesnakes, but 
if these reptiles once drive their fangs deep 
enough to reach the blood, a pig will die as 
soon as any other animal. The secret of 
their immunity lies in the fact that they ad- 
vance upon the snake with their fat cheeks 
presented. The snake drives its fangs into 
the mass of fat presented, the blood is not 
reached and the hog strips the snake 
through its teeth before it can strike an- 
other blow. But when the hog is thin the 
fat can not serve asa shield and death en- 
sues. Whether or not an animal recovers 
from a snake bite depends largely upon its 
strength, as in a short time the blood will 
resume its corpuscular condition, and no 
danger ensues. It is simply as a stimulant 
that whisky has been found effective, as it 
in no way directly counteracts the effect of 
the poison. 


MARKING MERCHANDISE, 


A Convenient Table for Merchants in All 
Lines of Business. 

Many goods bought and sold by retail 
merchants are billed and vended by the 
dozen, says the Industrial World, and it often 
happens that in marking them the mer- 
chant is sometimes a little puzzled as to the 


percentage the selling price bears to the 
wholesale figures. After adding freight 
and cartage proceed by the following 
method. To make a profit or 20 per cent., 
divide the cost per dozen by ten. This is 
done by removing the decimal point one 
place to the left. To illustrate: If Ames’ 
scoops cost $17.50 per dozen, delivered at 
store, remove the decimal point one place 
to the left, which will make $1.75 each, and 
what they should be sold for to gain 20 per 
cent..on the cost. The 20 per cent. is taken 
as a basis for the following reasons: We 
can determine it instantly, by simply re- 
moving the decimal point without changing 
or adding a figure. Therefore to mark an 
article at any per cent. profit we may use 
the following as a general rule: First find 
20 per cent. profit as above, then as 20 per 
cent. profit is 120 per cent. of the cost and 


profit, add or subtract from this amount the 


fractional part that the required 
per cent. added to 100 is more 
or less than 120. The major- 
ity of merchants, in making their 
goods, generally take a percent., that is, 
an aliquot part of 100, as 20, 25, 83h, 50 and 
soon. The obvious reason for this is, be- 
cause it is much éasier to add such percent. 
to the cost, and a merchant could mark a 
dozen shovels, forks and hay knives at 50 
per cent. profit in the time it would take 
him to calculate and mark one at 35 per 
cent. The following will be found very 
convenient for merchants.in marking all 
articles bought by the dozen: 

To make 20 per cent. remove decimal point 
one place to left. 

To make 80 per cent. remove decimal point 
one place to left, and add % itself, 

To make 60 per cent. remove decimal point 
one place to left, and add %& itself. 

Te-make 50 per cent. remove decimal point 
one place to left, and add \ itself. 

To make 44 per cent. remove decimal point 
one place to left, and add 1-5 itself. 

To make 40 percent. remove decimal point 
one place to left, and add 1-6 itself. 

To make 87 per cent. remove decimal point 
one place to left, and add 1-7 itself. 

To make 3 per cent. remove decimal point 
one place to left, and add %% itself. ~ 

To make 333 per cent. removedecimal point 
one place to left and add 1-9 itself. 

To make 323 per cent. remove decimal point 
one piace to left, and add 1-10 itself 

To make 90 per cent. remove decimal point 
one place to left, and add 1-12 itself. 

To make 28 per cent. refnove decimal point 
one place to left, and add 1-15 itself. 

To make 2% per cent. remove decimal point 
one place to left, and

A PAINFUL sensation has been 
created in Paris by the news, now 
officially confirmed, of the founder- 
ing of the torpedo-boat 110, which 
occurred off Barfleur. No vestige 
of the wreck has been discovered. 
It is supposed that the entire crew, 
including the Lieutenant, have been 
drowned. When questioned in the 
Chamber of Deputies with regard 
to this disaster, and a similar wne 
which had previously happened, 
Admiral Krantz explained that this 
particular type of torpedo-boat 
was not sufficiently stable in bad 
weather, but the 50 of these which 
had been constructed were to be 
placed in reserve and altered so as 
to be made more seaworthy. M. 
Vickersheimer insisted upon 
changing a mere question into a 
formal interpolation, but Admiral 
Krantz contented himself by reit- 
erating the explanations he had 
already given, and demanding the 
order of the day pure and simple, 
which was voted by a show 
of hands. The Temps remarks 
that the explanations of Ad- 
miral Krantz will not satisfy the 
public, roused and saddened by 
these maritime disasters, and adds, 
“In our dealings with torpedoes 
we have committed serious blun- 
ders. The Government refused to 
adopt the ideas of constructors in 
their entirety, and thus mediocre 
vevsela have been built.” The 
Eclair, a journal of independent 
views, declares that the officials of 
the Marine, from the bighest to 
the lowest, have failed to do their 
duty. The general tone of the 
French press is that of considera- 
ble irritation. 


One of the pleasantest incidents 
of the Darmark’s rescue is told us 
by cable from Copenhagen. It 
seems that as soon as King Chris- 
tian heard the glad news he drove 
at once to tell it to the wife of the 
ship’s surgeon, whe was trembling 
with anxiety over her loved one’s 
fate. This was a very Christian 
thing for the King to de, and if all 
monarchs had such quick sympa- 
thies and unaffscted ways we 
should hear less about anarchy and 
dynamite. As Lord Tennyson 
wrote, many years ago, before*he 


was a lord: 
Howe’ er it be, it seems to me, 
’Tis only noble to be good. 
Kind hearts are more than coronets, 
And simple faith than Norman blood.

The Celebration Continued. 

New York, May 1.—The third day 
of the Washington Centennial celebra- 
tion broke clear and cool. Almost the 
only feature of the day is the great 
civic and industrial parade, which 
started shortly after 10 o’clock at Fifth 
avenue and Fifty-seventh street, and 
marched in a‘reverse order over the 
route of yesterday’s parade — down 
Fifth avenue to Seventeenth street to 
and around Union Square, then by 
Fourteenth street to Fifth avenue, then 
to Washington Square, by Waverly 
Place, then to Broadway and down 
that thoroughfare to Pine street. Pres- 
ident Harrison was in the reviewing 
stand at Madison Square. The parade 
was led by Mayor Grant and repre- 
sentative delegates from the civil, 
industrial and commercial organiza- 
tions. When the reviewing stand was 
reached the Mayor presented an ad- 
dress tothe President. This body then 
took their places on either side of the 
President, and after him received the 
honors of the parade. Next came Gen- 
eral Butterfield and staff. The first 
tableau, *‘ Declaration of Independ- 
ence,’’ was intended to represent the 
reading of the declaration by John 
Nixon in the State House yard, Phila- 
delphia, July 8, 1776. This float was 
surrounded by an escort of one hun- 
dred members of the Society of Vet- 


.erans of the Regular Army and Navy. 


The next float represented ‘‘Wash- 
ington and his generals mounted.” 
Washington as Commander-in-Chief 
occupied the center of the line, Major 
Generals Ward, Putnum, Phillip, 
Schuyler and Chas Lee, on either side; 


closely follawing are nine Brigadier 
Generals, the number appointed b 

the Continental Congress at Philadel- 
phia in 1775; also, Marquis de Lafay- 
ette, Baron Steuben, Inspector Gen- 
eral Count Rechambeau and others. 
Following this came a float represent- 
ing ‘‘Washimgton crossing the Dela- 
ware,’”’ with a guard of several hun- 
dred in uniform. Then came 
2,500 school children song | the 
tableau of ‘‘Washington at Valley 
Forge.”’ It represents the winter 
quarters at Valley Forge and the 
meeting of General Washington with 
Baron Steuben and the sick and 
wounded soldiers. 

The crowds along the line of march 
were as large as yesterday, but there 
was a difference in the appearance. 
Yesterday the soldiers were marching 
and the observers were citizens; to- 
day the visiting military are scattered 
among the onlookers and the citizens 
are doing the walking. 

Several temperance societies and 
Knights of Pythias preceded the float 
“The Resignation of His Commis- 
sion,’’ and the Yonkers Cadet Corps 
escorted ‘‘The First Inauguration.’’

Ex-Presi- 
dents Hayes and Cleveland, Secretar- 
ies Proctor, Tracy, Windom and Rusk, 
General Shermam and Ruszell B. Har- 
rison had previously arrived. The 
others on the stand were General J. 
M. Varnum, Governor Burleigh of 
Maine and staff, Brigadier-General H. 

A Sprague, Brigadier-General J. 
Heapper, F, Douglas, who received a 


Senator Gibson of Maryland. Mayor 
Grant, with a body of ladies who had 
been waiting at 25th strest, tien 
stepped forward and presented the 
President with an address inclosed in 
a cylinder of repousse silver. The 
Mayor then took his place 6n the 
stand beside the President and the big 
parade began to pass by. 

Some little excitement was caused 
by*some of the Tammany braves re- 
fusing or neglecting to salute the Pres- 
ident as they passed by. At first the 
shouts of ‘*‘ Hats off!’’ were heard, but 
when it was seen that this had no ef- 
fect, the balance of the files were loudly 
hissed, except in a few instances where 
the proper salute was made, It is not 
theught the Tammanyites were inten- 
tionally disrespectful, but that they 
did not know they were expected to 
salute. 

The third division of the German 
division was made upof various organ- 
izations from this and neighboring 
cities, comprising singing societies, 
shooting clubs and military associa- 
tions. Next came the - Hiberians, 
some uniformed and some not. An 
elaborate float, ‘‘The World Moves 
On,’’ added another feature to the 
column. After a number of trade or- 
ganizations passed the United Polish 
Society came along, one of their floats 
showing how paper boxes were made. 
Then the Colored Centennial Com- 
mittee with George Washington’s 
coach drawn by four horses. After 
the colored delegation came the reg- 
ular [rish section of the parade. This 
included nearly all the Irish-Ameri- 
can societies of New York—the Papal 
veterans, 8,000 members of, the Society 
of the Holy name, 600 more of the 
Ancient Order of Hiberians, 4,000 of 
the Previncial Council Temperance 
Sociéty and a dozen Catholic benevo- 
lent societies. Straggling at the end 
of the line were a lot of impromptu 
advertisements of patent nostrums. 

One of the large floats in the shape 
of a triumphal arch was wrecked by 
an electric light wire on the way to 
join the procession. On it were seated 
twenty young ladies, who were tossed 
about and thrown to the ground, but 
none were dangerously hurt. 

The address presented to the Presi- 
dent was from the civic, commercial 
industrial and educational bodies of 
the city, in which they renew their 
allegiance to the Government, and 
congratulate the President on the com- 
pletion of the nation’s first hundred 
years.
